For example the number preceding Ruby is 252. The 200 means 
that the floret size is 200 (florets 24% inches through 314 inches) and the 
52 designates that its color is deep rose. 


PLEASE READ CAREFULLY BEFORE ORDERING 


TERMS, PRICES AND SHIPMENT — = Qn all orders for $5.00, or less, cash with 
order — over $5.00, 25% cash with order and balance before shipment. Minimum 
order $3.00, please. Minimum foreign or Canadian order $5.00. 

I cannot accept orders for less than the smallest unit quoted. For instance, 
where 2 for 30, one cannot be had for 15. Five bulbs can be had at the 10 rate and 
50 bulblets at the 100 rate only when the price is $1.00 or more per 100. Transpor- 
tation to points within the United States will be prepaid when shipment is made at 
my option as to parcel post or express. If you must send an order for less than the 
above minimum requested, then 25 cents extra must be added to help pay for 
packing and postage. Parcel post shipments cannot be made safely until spring but 
if shipment is desired before then, 1 will ship express immediately, charges collect, 
and include extras to help in paying such charges. As is the custom of all shippers, 
I will include extras anyway and in place of many complicated, discount offers, I 
will give additional overcount or extras depending on size of order when cash in 
full accompanies the order. You might suggest which you prefer. You may be 
sure these extras will fully cover these discounts and then some. If you have ever 
ordered from me you know about my generosity and if you are to place your first 
order you will soon be convinced.

As I ama small grower and will not buy bulbs for resale, but sell only those 
bulbs that I have grown in my own garden (with the exception of the 1952 new

introductions), my supply is limited and in some varieties and items very limited. 
As will be noted, in some varieties my stock is so small that I must limit sales to 
one or two bulbg to a customer. Probably I should not offer these at all, but I 
know they are something many of you would like to get as soon as possible. So 
in order that you may benefit, I will sell a few although I) should probably wait 
another year until I increase my stock. By selling only these bulbs which have 
been hand dug, cleaned, and graded by myself and properly cured and cared for, 
I know I am sending you quality bulbs that should give excellent results. In addi- 
tion to this the bulbs for every order are selected and packed by myself. My files 
contain a great number of fine letters commenting on the quality of my bulbs.

BULB SIZE — [Large size bulbs 114” and up. Medium size 34,” up to 144,”. Small 
size 14” up to 84”. These measurements being by diameter and not to be con- 
fused with circumference measurements. 
* * * * 
BULBLETS — By purchase of bulblets your new additions are purchased at the 
lowest possible cost. You can purchase varieties which you otherwise might con- 
sider too expensive and you will be surprised how quickly a few bulblets will get 
you started. By the purchase of bulblets you should not expect too many blooms 
the first year but many times you are happily surprised. Neither are you going to 
get the size spike you will get from the larger bulb the next year. Even though I 
have just suggested the purchase of bulblets, I feel that I should also give a word 
of caution. If handled properly some varieties will germinate almost 100 per cent, 
while other varieties will germinate a much smaller percentage and therefore it is 
not possible for me to make any guarantee whatsoever as to germination or growth. 
And furthermore not all varieties produce large bulblets and neither is it necessary 
to have large bulblets to get good germination, but they should be good, plump, 
mature ones. I will always send good mature ones and the largest available. In 
my opinion, to get best results they should be pealed or cracked before planting 
and then planted right away before they become dry or hard. I also believe that 
better germination is obtained if not planted until the ground becomes warm enough 
Y ie prompt germination. I have a reputation for sending out highest quality 
ulblets.

WHOLESALE — Due to my greatly increased retail sales last year and because I 
limit my plantings and supply to what I can do myself without help except from 
Mrs. Rogers, I will probably have very little to offer in the way of wholesale this 
year. The only varieties that I could list as being available at wholesale are Snow 
Princess and Surfside and these can be offered in lots up to 1000 each. Conse- 
quently I have no wholesale list. If you are interested in wholesale lots of any 
variety let me know just what ones and the quantity you wish and I will gladly 
reply as to whether I can supply them. :

ORDER EARLY — On account of my limited supply in some varieties you should 
not delay in placing your order. Even though I have a good stock of a variety this 
also might be sold out early, for like the operation of a store where it often happens 
that many customers want the same item all at once with the result that the cur- 
rent stock is soon exhausted. In the store a new supply can usually be had soon 
but it is not so with my supply of bulbs for I do not buy for resale and so must 
wait for next year’s crop to replenish. Orders will be filled and set aside as fast 
as received. If you are not sure of all you want at one time, send your order for 
what you do know you want early and add to it later.

MINIATURE AND SMALL 
FLOWERING VARIETIES 


For several years past I have issued a special catalog of these in advance of 
the one for the larger flowering varieties. This year I have decided to put all in 
one catalog but to make the listing of each separately. I have given special atten- 
tion to getting together a large selection of these little favorites. 


The following list contains many additions to last year’s list and includes not 
only some 1952 introductions but many recent introductions as well as many old 
varieties that I have been fortunate enough to locate and also a few from New 


Zealand. 


You should be able to find most any color or type you wish to fill your every 
want, be it for exhibition, arrangements, corsages, table decorations, or something 
else. There are intensely ruffled ones, pointed petals, lacinated, face-ups, plain 
petals, and even multipetals. Every variety listed has its usefulness in one scheme 


or another. 


If you have attended any shows recently you have observed how popular these 
small varieties have become, both in the exhibition classes and for making arrange- 
ments. In connection with the exhibition classes at various shows, let me suggest 
to you, who are interested in showing the 100 size class, or real miniatures, that 
you get in touch with your show committee and have them make classes for the 
100s separate from the 200s, even though they may at first have to combine several 
colors in order to make good competition. This combining of colors will soon not 
be necessary when it is known the 100s have their separate classes. Our Long 
Island show at Farmingdale does this and the 1951 show brought out an increase 
in number of entries over 1950. Very few shows do this but it is unfair to expect 
a face-up, which are mostly 100s, or any other 100, to compete with the larger 
Peggy Anns, Yellow Birds, Silversides, Statuettes, Sinilettes, etc., which are the 


200s. 


In this list of small flowering varieties I have listed a few ofi the 300 class 
officially classified as medium. These few varieties of 300s have the general char- 
acteristics of the small varieties but their slightly larger petal size has caused them 
to be classified 300 and even so many are no larger than some that are classified 
200. Some of these have previously been classified 200. The classified lists as 
published by the New England Gladiolus Society and the North American Glad- 
iolus Council and which lists are official for shows held under their respective rules, 
differ on some varieties as to size and on others as to color. This can be accounted 
for by the fact that some varieties might grow a trifle larger in one locality than 
in another and as for color, some shades of some colors are so close to some shade 
of another color that weather, soil and growing conditions in various sections of 
the country might make just enough difference in the color to make it appear dif- 
ferent. 

Because of this difference in classification, and where there is a difference, 
I am listing both classification numbers according to their latest published lists. So 
if you plan to exhibit, you will have to inquire under the rules of what society the 
classifications are being used in order to make the proper entry. 


The larger varieties in the 300 classification will be found listed in the other 
section of this catalog. 


NEW INTRODUCTIONS FOR 1952 


From Charles W. Jones, Jr. 
FIJI — Class 277, parentage unknown. 

Originator’s description—‘Light violet splashes on a very pale lavender, with 
a lemon-yellow bordered large reddish violet throat blotch that is very noticeable, 
covering nearly one-half of each lower petal. 344-inch slightly ruffled florets on a 
12-bud spike with 3 open and 3 in color. Flowerhead, good length; field height, 
48 inches. Blooms in early season. 

I grew Fiji the past season and found it very attractive and quite different 
from any of the 250 other varieties of small glads I am growing. The low intro- 
ductory price puts this fine small glad within the reach of all.

CLAUCARCY — Class 241. Parentage, Pink Paragon and Snow Princess. 

Originator’s description—‘“Pink with cream throat and white ribs; 214” 
florets on a 20-bud spike with 7 open and 5-6 in color; flowerhead 21”; field 
height, 55’; blooms, 87 days; bluish green foliage.” 

At Central States International Show at East Lansing, Michigan in 1951, 
where only 9 seedlings scored 80 or better, this was one of only 3 miniatures in the 
9. At the Trial Grounds at East Lansing in 1950 it scored 84.2 with the comment: 
“This is really a fine glad of its type and the best we have seen.” At this same Trial 
Grounds in 1951 its score was 81. 

At the Massachusetts Trial Grounds in 1951, Claucarcy scored 86.12 and was 
best of 18 entries, Their description and data “Informal delicate pink with yellow 
throat; style, narrow plain floret; floret, 2.94” ; total buds 17; 6 open; height, 53.7”; 
days to bloom 85; cormel production, very good; comments, “This is really a beau- 
tiful gladiolus, produces good flowers from small and large corms and is a good 
keeper.” 

Siainiee the 1951 show season Claucarcy, as a seedling scored a first and 80 
or better at Coloma, Toledo, Mt. Pleasant and East Lansing. Also a first and 
size champion in either single or 3 spikes or both at Detroit, Mt. Pleasant, Ann 
Arbor and Coloma. First open single spike at East Lansing. First open 3 spike at 
Saginaw. First for most open (10) at Detroit. 

I have not grown Claucarcy but the above achievements speak well enough to 
recommend it.

BASHFUL—Mixture of lavender and 
cream with deep purple blotches on a 
greenish yellow throat. A very unusual 
color. 


BETTY COED—Beautiful shade of clear 
light pink with cream throat. Slightly 
hooded. Very good. 


BLACK JACK—Velvety black red, slight- 
ly darker at edges. 4 or 5 florets open 
out of 14 or 15 buds on a small wiry 
spike. 


BLUE LILY—Light violet, with small 
deeper violet throat blotches. Very good. 


BLUET—Very light lavender, yellow 
throat, well peppered with lavender. 


BONNY—Beautiful clear light salmon, 
with small diffused rose blotch and small 
white dart: Very heavily ruffled. Up 
to 17 buds with 6 open and 4 showing 
color. 


BO-PEEP—A small, intensely ruffled buff 
pink with cream throat, peppered pink. 
Will open up to 7 with 4 more in color, 
out of 14 or 15 buds. A real winner at 
the shows. 


BORDER GUN—A peculiar shade of la- 
vender, described as lilac lavender blue— 
cream and yellow throat with diffused 
blotches of same shade of lavender. 
,Opens 5 out of 14 or 15 buds. A 1951 in- 
troduction. 

BRAZILIAN BUTTERFLY—Medium la- 
vender with greenish yellow throat and 
purple blotches. An eye catcher. 
BRIDAL TABLE—Creamy White with 
lemon yellow throat—A face-up—1950 in- 
troduction.

CARA MIA—Beautiful rose pink with 
deeper rose marks in throat. Quite tall. 
An old timer. 


CELESTINA—Somewhat ruffled cream, 
or rather a very pale yellow, with edges 
of petals tinged pink. 


CHARMING—Deep rose with deeper 
markings on a throat diffused with 
cream. Very odd color. Somewhat point- 
ed petals. Stock scarce. 


CHEERIO—Clear wine purple, velvety 
throat. Opens 5 or 6 on a 17 bud spike. 
A very good one and stocks are scarce. 


CHERIE—Originator puts this in deep 
pink class but to me it is more of a rosé. 
Outer petals a light rose and inner petals 
a very deep rose. Unusual coloring. Up 
to 16 buds with 4 open and 4 in color. 


CHINA DOLL—Very light yellow, now 
classified cream, with prominent red 
blotches. Lacy and ruffled. Excellent in 
arrangements and very much in demand. 


CLAUCARCY—See new introductions. 


COMET—Golden yellow with red feath- 
ery blotches. Lacinated and hooded. An- 
other good one for arrangements. 


CONCERTINA—Beautiful bright pink 
with rose feather in cream throat. Up to 
14 buds with 4 or 5 open. 


CONNIE GAL—Rose red outer petals 
with purplish blue throat and white mid- 
ribs, a pretty color combination. A win- 
ner for me. 


COPERNICUS—Deep orange flecked 
with a deeper shade and with bright 
orange yellow throat. 


CORAL BELLS—withheld for propoga- 
tion. 


CORSAGE—Cream with all petals more 
or less edged and marked with light rose, 
with darker rose feather. Long, needle- 
point petals, scalloped and lacinated. 
Opens 5 and 6 florets of exceptionally 
good substance. An oddity. Extra good 
for corsage work.

ROSY TORCH—Bright clear cerise rose. 
Lightly ruffled and very good. 


ROYAL GARNET—Very deep velvety 
red with darker flecking. A good com- 
mercial black red. 


RUFFLED NIGHT—Clear sparkling vel- 
vety black red with white pencil lines 
on throat petals. Nicely ruffled and a 
beauty. 

RUTH ELAINE—True light pink sport 
of Picardy. Ruffled and lacinated. 
SALMAN’S GLORY—Rich creamy white 
with showy red blotch edged yellow. A 
grand one, 

SEASHELL—Beautiful shade of light 
pink with attractive cream throat. Slight- 
ly ruftied. 

SHIRLEY TEMPLE—Large heavily ruf- 
tled light cream. Plant late to avoid 
crooking. 

SILENTIUM—Pure white with small 
feathery scarlet blotches. 

SILVER STAR—Silvery white with fair- 
ly large dark iavender or purple blotch. 
A beauty. 

SILVER WINGS—Lightly ruffled, white 
sport of Picardy. 

SIR GALLAHAD—Soft creamy yellow 
with diamond shaped crimson blotch. 


SKY LINE—Smoky old rose with rose 
feather in a lighter throat. Opens 7-8 on 
flowerheads up to 26 inches. 


SNOWBANK — Beautiful snowy white. 
Nicely ruffled. 


SNOW PRINCESS—White with slightly 
creamy throat. Grows tall and straight.

SUNLIGHT—Blend of orange and yel- 
low shading to golden throat. Slightly 
ruffled and very good. 


SUNSET ORANGE—Clear orange scar- 
let with clear creamy yellow throat. 
Large and late and very good. 


SUN SPOT—Beautiful ruffled apricot 
buff with rose throat blotch. Wonderful 


for both show and commercial. Many 
times a grand champion. 
SURFSIDE—Beautiful slightly ruffled 


white. A late mid-season variety and 
very good late. One of my best commer- 
cials. 


SWAMPFIRE—Peculiar mixture of pur- 
ple and brown with crimson blotch on a 
peppery creamy white throat. 

THE PEARL—A new lavender tinted 
cream sport of Picardy. 
THEMESONG—A medium rose with 
purplish tinge which is more intensified 
in throat. Tall and somewhat ruffled. 
TONY—Brown or chocolate with orange 
red blotch and petals edged cream. 


TREASURE ISLAND—Very large, lovely 
medium pink. Nicely ruffled. 


TROCADERO — Distinctive shade of 
orange described carrot orange. Slightly 
darker in throat. Very good. 


TUNIA’S MAHOMET—Very large, beau- 
tiful, and popular smoky. A dark velvety 
smoky plum with orange scarlet in 
throat. 


TUNIA’S MARVEL—Unusual shade of 
scarlet with petals edged slate. Large 
and very early. About the first one to 
bloom. 


TUTS BOTH—Beautiful glistening deep 
orange with small blue marking. 


UNCAS—Large burnt orange with darker 
splashing and yellow throat. Often has 
extra petals. 


VAGABOND PRINCE—Mahogany brown 
with flame blotch. Distinctive and very 
popular. 
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VANGOLD—Clear deep golden yellow. 
Good early commercial. 


VISTA BONITA—Immense, strong grow- 
ing, geranium pink. Very tall. 


VOODOO—Distinctive smoky with ruf- 
fled and needlepoint florets. Grayish rose 
with bronze veining. Very odd. 


VREDE—A white sport of Silentiuim. 


WANDA—Beautiful cream sport of Pi- 
eardy with slight purple feather. 


WHITE CHALLENGE—Large white with 
slight pink flush and a small light rose 
feather in throat. One of the real large 
ones. 


WHITE CHRISTMAS—A very heavily 
ruffled white. It’s intense ruffling and 
and many open make it worthwhile in 
spite of its sometimes stubbiness. 


WHITE GODDESS-—A lovely ruffled, 
slightly creamy white shading to a 
cream throat. New and outstanding. 


WHITE GOLD—Mammouth clear cream 
blending to a deeper cream in throat. 
Excellent and popular. 


WINGS OF SONG—Deep pink with 
light cream throat and petals edged 
slate. Grows very tall and is a beauty. 


WINSTON—Clear light cream with a 
triffle darker throat. Nicely ruffled and 
a beautiful cream. 


YELLOW BEAUTY—Very tall light yel- 
low. Quite early, an excellent commer- 
cial and can win a ribbon. 


ZACATEY—Very light pinkish lavender 
splashed darker. Feathery carmine 
feather on creamy yellow throat. Noth- 
ing like it. I cant see a white classifica- 
tion here. 


ZAUBERFLOTE—Light pink with at- 
tractive red blotch. An old variety that 
I like very much. Early.
